ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 

OF  HEALTH  FOR  1919 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1919.  I am  glad  to  say  in  many 
respects  it  is  a very  satisfactory  report  when  the  existing  conditions 
resulting  from  the  war  are  taken  into  consideration,  and  the 
difficulties  encountered  in  connection  with  our  Sanitary  work  and 
progress. 

Early  in  the  year  Mr  Finn  returned  from  the  Army  and  took 
up  his  duties  again,  so  that  we  have  had  this  year  our  full  staff  and 
it  will  be  seen  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector  reports,  that  their  time 
has  been  fully  occupied  and  a great  deal  of  valuable  work  done  to 
improve  the  Sanitary  conditions  of  their  respective  districts.  More 
would  have  been  accomplished  especially  in  connection  with 
insanitary  and  dilapidated  houses  if  labour  and  material  had 
been  available. 

At  the  end  of  the  reports  the  seven  tables  will  be  found 
compiled  as  before,  and  I have  also  completed  table  C-  for  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  together  with  full  particulars  of  the  Housing 
Schemes  and  work  done  in  relation  to  house  inspection  throughout 
the  district. 

Population  and  Birth  Rate. — The  Civil  population  of 
the  district  is  now.  as  estimated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  48,185 
and  on  these  figures  the  calculations  are  made. 

The  total  number  of  births  is  1374  which  is  an  increase  of  39 
on  last  years  figures  which  is  very  satisfactory.  The  birth  rate 
works  out  to  28  5 which  compares  very  favourably  with  that  of 
England  and  Wales  which  is  only  18.5,  but  is  still  very  considerably 
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below  the  figure  obtaining  before  the  war.  Sixty  of  the  births  were 
illegitimate. 

Deaths.— -The  total  deaths  during  the  year  numbered  567. 
The  death  rate  population,  which  excludes  all  non-civilian  males 
is  estimated  at  46,218.  After  allowing  for  the  inward  transfers 
(45)  and  outward  transfer  (14)  which  gives  a total  of  Nett  Deaths 
of  598,  the  death  rate  for  the  district  works  out  at  12.9.  This  is 
a very  gratifying  result  when  compared  with  the  average  rate  of 

(15)  for  the  last  ten  years  and  to  that  of  England  and  Wales 
which  is  13.8. 

The  figures  would  have  been  still  more  favourable  but  for 
the  severe  epidemic  of  Influenza  in  the  first  months  of  the  year 
which  alone  accounted  for  63  deaths. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  : — 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  which  accounted  for  109 
deaths  chiefly  amongst  children  under  5 years  of  age,  30  of  these 
deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  1 year. 

Congenital  Malformation  and  Premature  Births 

accounted  for  52  deaths.  This  is  a very  satisfactory  decrease 
when  compared  to  some  former  years  when  the  numbers  have 
been  over  80.  There  has  however  I am  glad  to  say  been  a 
gradual  decline  of  recent  years  in  these  deaths,  there  being  63  in 
1918  and  50  in  1917.  As  I have  pointed  out  in  former  reports  a 
large  proportion  of  these  deaths  are  due  to  Venereal  Disease 
and  Alcholism  and  are  very  difficult  to  deal  with  except  by 
education  and  social  reform 

Considerable  progress  with  regard  to  Venereal  Disease  has 
certainly  been  made  in  recent  years  and  I think  people  are  now 
alive  to  the  serious  nature  of  the  disease  and  its  danger  not  only 
to  themselves  and  their  relations  but  to  the  nation  as  a whole. 

In  the  district  itself  I am  of  opinion  that  there  is  not  a 
great  amount  of  Syphilis  in  the  acquired  form  but  judging  by  the 
number  of  premature  births  & still  births  etc.,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  congenital  or  hereditary  form  is  very  prevelent.  The  Venereal 
clinics  in  the  West  Riding  are  getting  known  and  being  well 
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attended  and  doing-  a most  useful  work  in  eradicating-  this  disease. 

Influenza. — The  epidemic  which  became  prevalent  in  the 
district,  in  the  Autumn  of  1918  continued  on  during-  the  first  part 
of  this  year  and  caused  63  deaths  chiefly  from  Pneumonia  and 
Pulmonary  complications. 

Phthisis. — Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  caused  41  deaths, 
this  is  above  the  average  for  recent  years  and  affected  chiefly  the 
adults  between  the  ages  of  25  and  45  and  has  no  doubt  increased 
as  a result  of  the  war  and  the  present  shortage  of  houses. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. — There  is  a most  satisfactory 
decline  in  the  deaths  of  infants  attributable  to  these  diseases, 
t hey  are  to  a great  extent  preventable  with  proper  care  in  the 
nursing  and  feeding  of  infants.  The  deaths  this  year  only  totalled 
14,  as  compared  with  77  in  1914.  50  in  1917,  and  21  in  1918. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  most  gratifying  feature  of  the 
report  this  year  is  the  exceptional  drop  in  the  infant  mortality. 
The  deaths  numbered  117  as  compared  with  165  last  year,  a 
decrase  of  48.  The  infant  mortality  is  85  as  compared  with  123 
last  year  and  89  for  England  and  Wales.  This  is  a record  for  the 
district  the  nearest  approach  to  this  figure  being  in  1917  when  the 
rate  was  99 

Apart  from  Climatic  conditions,  which  of  course  effect  the 
death  rate  considerably,  especially  of  children,  I am  confident  that 
the  improvement  is  in  a great  measure  due  to  the  work  of  the  four 
Health  Visitors  and  the  clinics  throughout  the  district  which  have 
been  so  well  supported  and  maintained  by  the  local  Medical 
Practitioners  and  voluntary  committees,  together  with  the  social 
workers  connected  with  them.  The  improving"  Midwifery  service 
in  the  area  has  also  I think  had  good  results,  far  greater  attention 
being  now  paid  to  the  babies  at  birth  than  in  former  times. 

The  chief  causes  of  the  117  deaths  were  Congenital  Debility 
and  Premature  Birth  (50)  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  (28)  and 
Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  (11).  / 
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Congenital  Debility  etc.  I have  already  referred  to. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  are  not  altogether  prevent- 
able but  many  cases  of  these  diseases  could  be  avoided  by  more 
care  being"  taken  in  the  clothing-  of  infants,  many  of  them  have  far 
too  many  garments  on  and  of  an  unsuitable  kind  and  also  the 
ventilation  of  the  living  rooms  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  being 
frequently  over  heated  and  stuffy,  rendering  the  little  ones  liable 
to  frequent  Catarrhs  and  lung  troubles. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. — These  diseases  depend  a 
great  deal  on  the  weather  being  most  prevalent  in  the 
hot  weather.  Much  can  be  done  to  protect  the  infants 
and  children  by  proper  and  careful  feeding,  keeping  the 
milk  free  from  dust  and  flies,  and  scrupulous  cleanliness  of  all 
bottles  and  utensils  used.  It  is  in  calling  mothers  attention  to 
these  matters  that  the  work  of  the  clinics  and  Health  Visitors  has 
been  especially  useful  in  combating  these  diseases. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — The  Zymotic  Diseases  comprise 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Zymotic  Enteritis  (Summer  Diarrhoea)  In  these 
diseases  also  I am  glad  to  report  there  has  been  a satisfactory 
decrease  in  mortality,  the  total  deaths  numbering  only  42  The 
Zymotic  death  rate  works  out  at  0.9  which  is  the  lowest  recorded 
the  average  being  2.5.  The  Chief  causes  of  death  were  Zymotic 
Enteritis  14.  Measles  12,  Diphtheria  10,  and  Scarlet  Fever  3. 

Diphtheria. — The  total  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria 
notified  numbered  164  but  many  were  doubtful  cases  and  ten  were 
negative  after  further  observation.  The  disease  was  prevalent 
in  varying  degrees  throughout  the  district  the  majority  of  the  cases 
coming  from  Hemsworth  (66)  and  South  K-irkby  (49).  4 he  most 

common  cause  found  was  some  defects  or  obstruction  in  the  drains 
of  the  houses  or  from  contact  with  some  previous  cases.  All  cases 
were  removed  to  hospital  as  soon  as  possible  after  notification  but 
ten  proved  fatal.  Injection  of  Antitoxin  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment  is  the  only  safe  guard  against  fatal  results,  and  for  this 
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purpose  the  Antitoxin  is  kept  at  local  chemists  for  the  use  of 
medical  practitioners.  Immediate  removal  to  hospital  is  also  most 
important,  and  for  this  purpose  the  motor  ambulance,  when  it  is 
supplied,  will  be  of  the  greatest  service  and  much  valuable  time 
saved 

Scarlet  Fever.- — The  were  165  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified,  and  removed  to  hospital,  3 proving-  fatal,  one  of  which 
resulted  from  a burn  which  had  occured  previous  to  admission. 
The  disease  was  prevalent  more  or  less  throughout  the  year 
but  was  particularly  prevalent  in  South  Kirkby  and 
Moorthorpe.  An  outbreak  commenced  in  the  latter  township 
in  October  and  continued  until  December,  26  cases  being 
notified  in  the  latter  month.  The  chief  cause  of  the  outbreak, 
after  much  investigation  with  regard  to  the  milk  supply  and 
other  possible  causes  was  found  to  be  the  defective  state  of 
the  drains  at  the  Moorthorpe  Council  School,  possibly  aggrevated 
by  the  insanitary  state  of  some  of  the  gullies  and  back  yards 
of  the  streets,  and  the  congested  state  of  the  houses.  The 
disease  was  also  very  prevalent  in  Hemsworth  where  44  cases 
were  notified,  the  principal  cause  in  most  cases  being  a defect 
in  the  drainage  system  of  the  house. 

Zymotic  Enteritis. — -The  year  has  been  remarkbly 
free  from  cases  of  this  disease  the  total  deaths  numbered  only 
14,  11  of  which  were  under  1 year,  and  three  between  1 and 
2 years. 

Enteric  Fever. — It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record 
that  only  5 cases  of  this  disease  occured  in  the  area,  2 being 
notified  from  South  Elmsall,  2 from  South  Kirkby  and  one 
from  Kirk  Smeaton  Two  of  them  unfortunately  ended  fatally. 

Measles. — -An  epidemic  of  Measles  commenced  in  the 
township  of  Moorthorpe  in  the  early  summer  and  rapidly  spread 
to  South  Kirkby  and  South  Elmsall.  Fortunately  most  of  the 
cases  were  of  a mild  nature  with  few  complications  and  the  death 
rate  very  low.  The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  whole  district 
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was  only  12.  Although  not  resulting  in  many  fatal  cases  Measles 
frequently  causes  a great  amount  of  sickness  and  debility  amongst 
young  children  who  have  been  attacked  by  the  disease.  It 
is  impossible  at  present  to  entirely  prevent  these  epidemics  which 
appear  to  recur  every  2 or  3 years  with  great  regularity  but  at 
the  same  time  it  is  very  important  to  postpone  the  attack  as  long 
as  possible,  there  being  far  less  likelihood  of  serious  complications, 
the  older  the  child  is  when  attacked  by  the  disease. 

The  rapid  spread  of  the  disease  is  largely  due  to  over- 
crowding and  domestic  insanitation  as  well  as  by  the  apathy  of 
parents  who  do  not  yet  appear  to  realise  sufficiently  the  serious 
effect  of  Measles  on  the  health  of  their  children  In  this  respect 
I hope  the  visits  made  by  the  health  visitors  during  the  epidemic 
may  have  good  results.  It  may  be  advisable  in  the  near  future, 
as  soon  as  the  necessary  accommodation  is  available,  to  have  a 
block  at  the  Isolation  hospital  for  cases  of  Measles  requiring 
special  nursing  or  where  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable  or 
insanitary  and  also  for  Isolating  the  first  few  cases  in  an 
outbreak. 

During  the  epidemic  it  was  not  found  possible  to  obtain 
the  help  of  extra  nurses  on  account  of  the  difficulties  ofobtaining 
suitable  rooms  and  accommodation.  The  Wentbridge  Convales- 
Home  was  found  very  useful  in  restoring  to  health  several  cases 
convalescent  from  a severe  attack  of  Measles. 

Tllbei*CUlosis.-"“There  is  no  doubt  that  tuberculosis,  parti- 
cularly of  the  lungs  (Phthisis),  has  increased  in  prevalence 
During  the  year  175  cases  have  been  notified  as  compared 
with  108  last  year,  simularly  Tuberculosis  of  other  parts  of 
the  body  has  increased,  the  notified  cases  for  1919  being  51, 
for  1918  40,  and  26  for  1914  The  majority  of  cases  were 
reported  from  Hemsworth  (52),  South  Kirkby  (44),  Brierlev 
(22),  South  Elmsall  (22). 

The  total  number  of  deaths  were  64  of  which  41  were 
tuberculosis  of  the  lungs. 

The  war  has  no  doubt  be<rn  principally  responsible  for 
this  increase,  on  account  of  the  overcrowding  and  scarcity  of 
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houses  resulting  from  it,  conditions  which  lend  themselves  to 
the  spread  of  disease  and  prevent  any  adequate  means  being 
taken  to  arrest  it. 

As  I have  many  times  pointed  out  the  advanced  cases 
are  the  chief  source  of  danger  especially  if  those  affected 
neglect  to  take  the  necessary  precautions  with  regard  to 
spitting,  ventilation  of  rooms  and,  when  possible,  sleeping  in 
separate  bedrooms.  Unfortunately  the  latter  is,  at  the  present 
time,  practically  impossible  to  carry  out  in  the  majority  of 
cases.  On  looking  through  some  48  reports  of  cases  received 
I find  all  with  the  exception  of  three,  had  families  of  four  or 
more  in  number  and  that  only  6 of  these  slept  in  a separate 
bedroom.  In  the  case  of  seven  only  was  there  any  garden  or 
open  space  where  a shelter  could  be  placed  to  aid  the  treat- 
ment and  prevent  infection. 

I think  however,  people  are  getting  to  know  more  about 
the  disease  and  recognise  the  importance  of  seeking  Medical 
advice  as  soon  as  possible.  This  is  hopeful,  as  with  the  early 
recognition  of  the  disease,  so  much  can  be  done  to  arrest  it 
and  prevent  its  spreading  to  other  members  of  the  family. 

In  relation  to  tuberculosis  of  other  parts  of  the  body  such 
as  the  bones  and  brain,  one  of  the  most  common  causes  is 
infected  milk  obtained  from  beasts  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
and  also  from  infected  meat.  During  the  year,  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  Reports,  nearly  18  tons  of 
meat  of  all  kinds  had  to  be  destroyed  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  Many  of  the  carcases  were  effected  with  tuber- 
culosis in  varying  degrees  and  many  of  them  were  cows  which 
had  been  milked  up  to  the  day  of  slaughtering. 

The  tuberculosis  dispensaries  at  Hemsworth  and  South 
Kirkby,  in  spite  of  being  hampered  by  the  shortage  of  staff, 
have  been  most  useful  and  have  continued  to  carry  out  a 
great  amount  of  curative  and  preventative  work.  Judging  by 
the  number  attending*  it  will  soon  be  nteeii&ry  to  in  crease 
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their  number,  or  add  further  facilities  for  treatment  especially 
increased  accommodation  at  the  Sanatoriums,  which  at  present 
are  not  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

Brierley  Gap  Sanatorium.— 1 he  12  beds  at  the 

Sanatorium  have  been  fully  utilised  and  they  have  been  of 
great  benefit  to  the  children  in  the  district.  Altogether  56 
children  under  the  age  of  16  years  have  undergone  the 
treatment,  all  being  cases  in  the  very  early  stage  of  the 
disease.  Some  were  pre-tubercular  cases,  i.e.,  cases  which 
were  very  suspicious,  being  ill  and  under  their  proper  weight, 
but  had  no  definite  or  demonstrable  physical  signs  of  the 
disease. 

The  results  of  the  treatment,  which  on  an  average  occupied 
a period  of  13  weeks  or  longer  as  the  case  required,  may  be 


roughly  summarrised  as  follows 

Discharged  well  and  in  good  health  with  no  physical 
signs  of  disease  16

Discharged  well,  physical  vigour  restored  and  disease 
arrested  14 

Considerably  improved  bnt  disease  still  present  11 

Discharged  as  not  suitable  to  undergo  the  treatment  6 

Remaining  in  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  doing  well  9 


Isolation  Hospital. — The  accommodation  at  the  hospital 
has  not  been  sufficient  for  the  increased  number  of  cases 
requiring  isolation,  the  advanced  cases  of  Phthisis  having  to  be 
sent  home  again,  to  make  room  for  cases  of  Diphtheria  and 
Scarlet  Fever.  In  the  near  future,  when  circumstances  permit, 
it  will  be  advisable  to  add  another  block  of  12  beds  in  order 
to  keep  pace  with  the  increasing  needs  of  the  district.  The 
total  number  of  cases  admitted  for  isolation  of  all  kinds  were 
364  which  comprised  chiefly  Diptheria  (165)  and  Scarlet 
Fever  (169). 

In  addition  to  these  19  patients  with  more  or  less  advanced 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  admitted  and  6 cases  of  Enteric 


Fever,  one  of  which  after  further  observation,  was  negative. 

Also  there  were  admitted  four  cases  of  mixed  infection, 
Scariet  Fever  complicated  at  the  same  time  with  Diptheiia.  13 
cases  ended  fatally  6 of  which  were  Dipthei  ia,  three  were  Scarlet 
Fever,  three  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  Enteric  Fever.  The 
nursing  and  attention  to  the  patients  has  been  satisfactory  in  every 
way  in  spite  of  the  many  difficulties  experienced  in  maintaining  the 
staff  at  its  proper  number. 

Notification  of  Births  Act  and  Infant  Welfare. 

There  were  1374  births  during  the  year  which  is  an  increase  of  39 
on  last  year.  Between  75%  and  80%  of  these  were  attended  by  the 
midwives  of  the  district.  I am  glad  to  report  that  the  midwifery 
service  continues  to  improve  and  that  younger  women  properly 
trained  in  modern  methods  are  gradually  replacing  the  older 
untrained  ones.  The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  midwifes  board 
have  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  with  the  exception  of  two 
midwifes,  I have  had  very  few  complaints  to  deal  with.  The  cases 
of  Puerperal  Fever  following  confinement  numbered  5,  and  there 
were  4 cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neoratorum.  These  cases  were  all 
visited  by  the  health  visitors  and  all  the  necessary  precautions  and 
preventative  measures  taken  and  reports  made  to  the  County 
Council  who  are  the  supervising  Authority. 

The  four  health  visitors  have  carried  out  their  duties  efficiently 
and  with  success.  They  have  visited  all  births  notified  and 
supervised  the  care  and  feeding  of  the  babies  after  the  midwife  has 
completed  her  visits,  paying  special  attention  to  the  delicate  and 
premature  ones 

In  addition  to  these  visits,  which  are  the  most  important  part 
of  their  work,  they  have  visited  and  investigated  cases  of  Phthisis, 
necessitous  milk  cases,  puerperal  fever  and  opthalmia  and  cases  of 
child  neglect.  In  times  of  epidemic  they  have  also  visited  cases  of 
Measles.  The  total  recorded  visits  of  all  kinds  paid  by  the  health 
visitor  numbered  S056.  The  two  Miss  Boothroyds  left  in  April, 
and  this  led  to  some  interruption  of  the  work  and  a change  of 
districts.  The  present  arrangement  of  the  districts  is  working  very 


well  but  with  such  a scattered  area  the  visiting  cannot  be  kept  at  a 
very  high  figure.  The  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  which  now  number 
seven  are  attended  and  supervised  by  the  health  visitors  to  which 
they  have  devoted  a great  deal  of  time.  A few  particulars  of  the 
work  these  clinics  are  appended 

South  Elmsall. — This  clinic  continues  to  progress,  and  is 
the  largest  in  the  district,  and  doing  most  useful  work  under  the 
zealous  care  of  Dr.  Pyecroft  and  the  voluntary  committee,  but  is 
hampered  very  much  for  want  of  more  adequate  and  suitable 
accommodation.  44  clinics  have  been  held  with  an  average 
attendance  of  mothers  of  28  and  of  babies  26.  There  are  537 
babies  on  the  roll. 

South  Kirkby,  —This  clinic  from  small  beginnings  has 
successfully  increased  in  spite  of  many  difficulties  owing  to  the 
change  of  health  visitor  and  impossibility  of  obtaining  the  services 
of  a doctor  for  it.  The  average  attendance  of  mothers  has  been  20 
and  that  of  infants  and  children  22. 

Ack worth.- -Under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Andrews  and 
with  the  help  of  the  health  visitor  this  clinics  continues  its  success- 
ful career  and  has  done  most  useful  work  for  the  mothers  in 
providing  clothes  and  many  necessaries  and  various  social  enter- 
tainments. The  mothers  and  the  babies  have  attended  very 
regularly,  the  average  attendance  of  the  mothers  being  22.1  and 
that  of  the  babies  23.6. 

HemSWOrth. — -The  work  of  this  clinic  has  unfortunately 
been  very  interrupted  through  the  change  of  health  visitor  and 
alteration  of  district  and  had  to  be  closed  for  some  months.  How- 
ever towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  got  going  again  and  is 
proving  successful.  The  average  attendance  of  mothers  being  18 
and  that  of  the  babies  and  children  16.  The  voluntary  committee 
have  had  a trying  time  but  have  unselfishly  given  every  assistance, 
and  their  help  has  been  invaluable  in  keeping  the  clinic  going  and 
averting  failure. 

Ryhill.— T his  clinic  has  had  a successful  year  and  done  very 
good  work  which  has  been  much  appreciated  especially  when  the 
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milk  supplies  were  scarce  and  it  was  necessary  to  resort  to  tinned 
milk.  The  average  attendance  of  mothers  was  24  and  of  children 
and  babies  25.5,  a number  of  expectant  mothers  also  attedend, 

Grimethorpe. — After  relapsing  for  some  time  this  clinic 
has  been  revived  and  is  gradually  increasing  and  becoming  success- 
ful. The  average  attendance  of  mothers  was  16  and  that  of 

o 

children  and  babies  7. 

Fitzwiliiam. — Th  is  clinic  for  various  reasons  has  not 
altogether  been  a success,  the  chief  reason,  I think,  is  that  the 
population  is  scarcely  sufficient  to  maintain  a clinic,  and  also  the 
change  of  health  visitors  interfered  very  much  with  the  work.  The 
average  attendance  of  mothers  and  babies  has  been  8. 

The  most  important  object  of  these  clinics  is  the  prevention 
of  disease  and  the  supervising  of  the  health  and  bringing  up  of  the 
babies  and  young  children  and  teaching  the  mothers  the  simple 
laws  of  health,  and  the  proper  care  of  the  children.  That  this  is 
very  necessary  is  ampiy  demonstrated  by  the  records  of  school 
medical  inspection,  which  testify  to  the  great  amount  of  preventable 
disease  existing  amongst  the  school  children,  many  of  the  defects 
found,  dating  from  birth.  The  carrying  on  of  clinics  in  a district 
of  this  kind  is  very  uphill  work,  on  account  of  the  scattered  nature 
of  the  district,  and  the  distance  the  mothers  have  to  come.  The 
work  is  also  much  hindered  by  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable 
accomodation  and  facilities  for  examining  the  children.  Taking 
these  things  into  consideration,  I think  the  year’s  work  may  be 
considered  satisfactory. 

Housing. — The  housing  conditions  throughout  the  district 
I regret  to  say  do  not  yet  show  any  improvement,  and  no  new  houses 
have  been  built  to  relieve  the  present  shortage.  At  the  same  time  few 
repairs  have  been  done  to  the  existing  houses  which  consequently 
have  become  very  unsanitary  and  unhealthy.  There  is  an  over- 
whelming amount  of  work  to  be  done  in  repairing  and  reconstruct- 
ing these  properties  and  in  converting  privy  middens  into  water 
closets.  In  many  of  the  worst  cases,  although  it  was  most 
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necessary  that  the  work  should  be  done,  it  has  been 
impossible  to  do  anything  on  account  of  having  no  alternative 
accommodation  for  the  tenants.  However  I hope  as  soon  as  some 
new  houses  are  built  and  materials  become  available,  that  some 
progress  will  be  made  with  this  very  urgent  work.  Without  clean, 
healthy  and  sanitary  houses  we  cannot  expect  to  have  a healthy 
and  vigorous  population,  and  much  of  the  money  spent  in  the 
upkeep  of  hopitals,  sanatoriums,  tuberculosis  dispensaries  etc.,  is 
thrown  away  and  wasted. 

The  duties  attached  to  the  house  inspection  and  the  writing 
and  serving  of  notices  takes  up  a large  amount  of  the  sanitary 
inspectors’  time,  and  it  is  difficult  with  so  many  urgent  matters  to 
attend  to,  to  make  very  much  progress,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
following  short  summary  of  the  work  done  : — 

Houses  inspected  under  the  1919  regulations  238,  under  sec. 
15,  1909  act  155  houses  were  found  not  reasonably  fit  and  148 
notices  were  served,  20  were  satisfactorily  complied  with  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  In  three  cases  the  landlord  offered  to  close  voluntarily 
rather  than  comply  with  the  notices. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Act  5 1 houses  were  found  with  minor 
defects  and  25  were  made  fit  after  preliminary  notices  were  served. 
Under  sec.  17,  1909,  32  houses  were  inspected  and  found  unfit  for 
habitation  and  represented  to  the  Council. 

Milk  Supply  . — The  conditions  under  which  milk  is 
supplied  to  the  district  will  require  more  attention.  There  is  room 
for  great  improvement,  both  in  the  conditions  of  the  cow  sheds  and 
methods  of  milking,  and  despatch  to  the  purchaser.  During  the 
year  in  addition  to  the  samples  taken  by  the  County  Authorities. 
37  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  examined  and  two  were  found 
adulterated.  The  milk  register  requires  to  be  brought  up  to  date 
and  strictly  enforced  so  that  every  seller  and  purveyer  of  milk  shall 
be  known  and  supervised. 

With  such  a large  infantile  population  it  is  most  important 


that  the  milk  supply  should  be  clean  and  wholesome.  The  matter 
of  milk  infected  with  tubercle  bacilli  is  a very  difficult  problem  but 
I think  the  adoption  of  regular  inspection  by  a Vetinary  surg-eon, 
of  the  chief  herds  of  cattle  in  the  district,  would  be  of  great 
assistance,  and  help  to  eliminate  the  infection  to  a certain  extent. 

Meat  Inspection. — The  inspection  of  meat  and  supervision 
of  slaughterhouses,  has  taken  up  a great  deal  of  the  sanitary 
inspectors  time  this  year  owing  to  the  poor  quallity  of  cattle 
slaughtered  in  the  district. 

The  number  of  carcases  affected  with  tubercular  disease, 
have  been  very  numerous  and  in  many  cases  in  a very  advanced 
stage  involving  most  of  the  organs  of  the  body.  During  the 
twelve  months  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  condemn  nearly 
18  tons  of  meat  as  unfit  for  human  food.  I would  strongly 
urge  once  more  as  I have  done  in  previous  reports,  the 
necessity  of  limiting  as  much  as  possible  the  number  of 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district  and  establishing  public  abbatoirs 
so  that  every  beast  that  is  slaughtered,  can  be  inspected  and 
passed  by  the  inspectors  before  being  offered  for  sale. 

Conclusion. — The  statistical  results  of  the  report  are 
most  encouraging  and  satisfactory.  The  births  are  beginning 
to  increase  again,  and  there  has  been  a marked  drop  in  the 
death  rate.  The  infant  mortality,  and  Zymotic  death  rates,  are 
both  the  lowest  we  have  recorded  for  the  district.  Taking  into 
consideration  the  existing  scarcity  of  houses  and  overcrowding 
and  general  sanitary  condition  they  are  very  satisfactory,  and 
far  better  than  one  expected. 

It  is  regretable  that  tuberculosis  in  all  forms  has  increased 
in  spite  of  all  that  as  been  done  to  diminish  it,  especially  as  it 
is  largely  a preventable  disease.  It  cannot  possibly  be 
satisfactorily  dealt  with,  until  more  houses  are  built,  and 
overcrowding  relieved,  and  adequate  sanatorium  and  other 
treatment  provided. 
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In  other  general  sanitary  improvements,  progress  has 
perhaps  been  slow  and  delayed,  but  this  has  been  unavoidable 
owing'  to  the  difficulties  of  the  times,  and  high  prices  and  the 
great  congestion  of  work,  resulting  from  the  accummulation  of 
arrears  due  to  the  war.  The  most  urgent  need  of  the  district 
at  the  present  time  is  more  houses,  the  building  of  wffiich  I 
hope  the  Council  will  continue  to  press  on  to  the  fullest  possible 
extent. 

Finally  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  members  of  the  Council  for  the  courtesy  and  consideration 
they  have  always  shown  to  me,  and  to  acknowledge  the 
assistance  I have  at  all  times  received  from  the  sanitary  inspectors, 
and  other  officials  of  the  Council.

The  above  amount  of  food  destroyed  does  not  account  for  by  far 
the  time  spent  in  this  section,  90%  of  the  meat  seized  being 
tuberculous,  in  some  cases  cows  giving  off  milk  previous  to  being 
sold.  The  size  of  the  district  and  number  of  slaughterhouses 
render  the  work  of  supervision  difficult  and  perfect  supervision  of 
meat  slaughtered  will  only  be  attained  by  making  Public  Slaughter- 
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houses  to  serve  certain  areas  grouped  up.  Numerous  complaints 
were  served  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  as  to  the  quality  of  bacon 
sold.  Visits  were  paid  to  shops,  parts  surrendered  and  destroyed 
but  at  present  the  quality  is  improved. 

2 Samples  of  Butter  were  sent  for  analysis  and  proved  good  under 
the  F.  and  D.  Act,  but  were  dealt  with  under  the  P.  H.  Act  as 
unfit  for  food  of  man. 

Samples  of  Milk  for  Analysis. 

25  Samples  of  Milk  were  purchased  for  analysis.  23  were  genuine. 
1 was  adulterated  with  added  water  and  1 was  deficient  in  fat.  In 
both  cases  warnings  were  given  to  the  vendors. 

Samples  of  Water. 

13  Samples  were  taken  for  analysis  and  the  Analyst  reports 
submitted  to  you  showing — Unfit  8,  Doubtful  1,  Good  5. 

I have  to  inform  you  that  no  action  has  been  taken  by  the 
owners  or  occupiers  to  provide  a good  supply  and  in  3 cases  the 
bad  supplies  apply  to  farmers  selling  milk  in  the  area. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

The  registration  of  Dairymen,  Cowkeepers  etc.  is  proceeding 
very  slow,  an  idea  prevails  in  the  area  once  registered  there  is  no 
need  for  any  further  registration.  I respectfully  ask  you  to  impress 
on  the  proper  authority  the  urgency  of  putting  into  force  as  soon  as 
possible  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Act,  1915,  and  your  immediate 
action  to  frame  new  bye-laws  for  the  above.  Inspections  have 
been  carried  out  at  regular  intervals  but  some  of  the  above  are  far 
from  ideal  places. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Number  of  Rooms  Disinfected  after  I.D.  ...  352 

The  disinfection  of  the  above  has  been  carried  out  by  Mr. 
Bull  irrespective  of  time,  day  or  weather  conditions  as  soon  as  the 
patient  has  been  removed  and  during  his  visits  he  has  many  times 
rendered  valuable  assistance  as  regards  other  work. 
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Scavenging — Hemsworth. 

Numerous  complaints  were  received  in  February,  March  and 
April,  this  was  found  to  be  due  to  various  causes ; bad  time  keep- 
ing of  workmen,  long  distance  tips  and  shortage  of  a horse.  After 
careful  consideration  I recommended  certain  alterations,  they  were 
as  follows  : — One  horse  for  day  work  only  and  the  remainder  for 
nights.  Another  horse  was  purchased,  the  change  made  in  hours 
and  a return  of  some  of  the  men  from  the  Army  surmounted  the 
difficulty  and  not  a single  complaint  has  been  made  for  the  past  5 
months.  The  Foreman  has  kept  his  records  of  material  removed 
and  has  for  the  past  half  year  kept  your  scavenging  to  a good 
standard. 

Great  Houghton  and  Little  Houghton —Great 

difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  contractors  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year  but  at  present  everything  is  satisfactory,  in  the  case  of 
the  former  the  tip  seems  the  difficulty. 

South  Hiendley. — In  No.  2 area  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  this  work  was  far  from  satisfactory  and  I had  to  employ  men 
to  do  the  work  the  money  being  paid  out  of  the  defaulting 
contractors  balance  due. 

Havercroft  and  Ryhill. — The  work  has  not  been  done 
satisfactory  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  considerable  super- 
vision has  been  given  to  these  areas  and  the  work  is  now 
improved. 

Brierley  (including  Grimethorpe). — In  one  section 

the  work  was  done  in  a slipshod  manner  but  now  with  new 
contractors  better  progress  is  being  made. 

ShaftOH. — January  and  February  the  contract  system  was 
a failure  and  you  decided  to  establish  a depot ; this  was  done  and 
for  4 months  the  work  went  on  well  when  unfortunately  the  horse 
was  laid  up.  This  involved  a great  expense  and  you  had  to  let  it 
by  contract  and  at  present  this  is  only  fairly  satisfactory.  Shafton 
and  Brierley  contracts  expire  September  30th,  1920,  and  I respect- 
fully ask  you  to  consider  the  advisability  of  providing  a Joint 
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Scavenging  Depot  for  Shafton,  Brierley  and  Grimethorpe  if  you 
think  any  improvement  can  be  made  in  efficiency. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909. 

129  Houses  have  been  inspected.  125  found  with  defects. 
4 found  without  defects.  19  houses  repaired  after  Informal  Notice 
under  Sec.  15.  26  houses  repaired  after  Statutory  Notice  under 

Sec.  15.  4 houses  not  repaired  after  Statutory  Notice  under  Sec. 

1 5,  and  instructions  were  given  to  do  the  work  and  recover.  29 
were  found  to  be  unfit  and  representation  was  made  by  the  M.O.H. 
for  26,  and  you  decided  not  to  proceed  with  the  closing  order  in 
view  of  the  scarcity  of  houses.  These  26  will  be  dealt  with  under 
the  1919  Act.  Voluntary  offer  to  close  3 others  was  given. 

51  houses  have  been  dealt  with  under  P H.  Act.  25  houses 
have  been  dealt  with  under  P.H.  Act  with  Informal  notices.  26 
houses  have  been  dealt  with  by  Stat  Notices  PHI.  Act.  15  houses 
have  been  dealt  with  by  Stat.  Notice,  work  in  hand  for  these. 

In  the  coming  year  the  Act  of  1919  will  be  worked  and  a large 
amount  of  work  remains  to  be  done,  in  my  estimation  4 years 
repairing  at  houses  will  be  required  to  obtain  anything  like  the 
reasonable  standard  of  fitness  in  my  area. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act.— There  are  4 bake- 
houses and  workshops,  they  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time 
and  found  nothing  offensive  or  insanitary  arising  from  them. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — Improvements  are  required 
at  the  above,  I had  two  interviews  with  the  owner  and  agent  with 
a view  to  carrying  out  alterations,  conversions  etc. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  able 
assistance  given  to  me  in  the  execution  of  my  duties,  also  for  their 
generous  action  during  my  army  service  and  to  the  Medical  Officer 
and  fellow  officials  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  assistance  in  helping 
me  carry  out  my  work.

6i  examinations 
of  carcases  and  other  foods  have  been  made  in  various  parts  of  the 
District  and  the  following  were  passed  for  food  : — 

9 carcases  of  Beef,  5 carcases  of  Pigs,  9 carcases  of  Sheep 
and  Lambs,  3 carcases  of  Calves,  9 Quarters  of  Frozen  Beef,  (2  lots 
of  Butter  sold  for  confectionery). 

For  all  practical  purposes  the  Slaughtering  may  be  said  to 
have  been  done  in  two  Slaughter  Houses  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food,  viz  : — South  Elmsall  and  Wragby.  During  the  year  under 
review  at  the  South  Elmsall  Slaughter  House  there  were  620  Cattle 
and  1171  Sheep  slaughtered,  21  of  the  carcases  condemned  were 
from  this  slaughter  house  which  shows  3.3%  of  the  cattle  were  so 
badly  effected  with  Tuberculosis  as  to  require  condemnation. 

The  total  number  of  animals  affected  with  Tuberculosis  which 
necessitates  the  condemnation  of  carcases  or  portions  of  carcases  was 
52,  which  shows  that8.3%  of  cattle  slaughtered  were  affected.  Itwas 
feltjjby  the  Committee  that  we  were  getting  a large  number  of  affected 
cattle  in  the  District  and  representation  was  made  to  the  Live 


2$ 


Stock  Commissioner  on  the  matter.  Changes  were  made  which 
resulted  in  a better  quality  of  cattle  being  sent  into  the  District. 

Owing  to  the  Gas  Company  objecting  to  the  diseased  meat 
being  destroyed  at  their  works  it  was  found  necessary  to  make 
fresh  arrangements  and  the  method  of  destruction  now  being  to 
destroy  the  meat  by  saturating  it  with  formalin  and  sending  it  to 
the  knackery  at  Doncaster. 

Water  Samples. 

20  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  the  Parishes  of  llems- 
worth,  Upton,  Kirk  Smeaton,  Hessle,  Thorpe,  to  ot  these  proved 
to  be  seriously  polluted,  5 shewed  pollution  of  lesser  degree  and  5 
proved  to  be  fit  for  human  consumption. 

The  poluted  supplies  were  mostly  from  wells  and  methods  of 
removing  the  pollution  from  these  have  been  suggested  and  carried 
out.  Fresh  samples  will  be  taken  to  test  the  results. 

Milk  Samples. 

12  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  during  the  year,  11 
of  which  proved  to  be  genuine,  1 was  found  to  contain  only  82%  of  the 
minimum  of  fat  and  the  case  was  reported  to  the  County  Hall  and 
a warning  sent  to  the  milk  seller. 

Disinfectants.

For  Scavenging  purposes  5 tons  of  Izal  Powder  has  been 
obtained  for  South  Kirkbv,  4 tons  for  South  Elmsall  and  2 tons  for 
Ackworth.  This  was  obtained  under  the  new  price  of  gt'7  10s.  per 
ton  as  /12  1 os,  previously  paid  for  other  powders.

In  connected  with  above  65  W.C’s.  have  been  provided  in 
place  of  52  Privies,  9 Earth  Closets  in  place  of  9 Privies,  9 Dry 
Ashpits  in  place  of  9 Middens  and  54  Dust  Bins  in  place  of  24 
Middens  have  alsoTeen  provided. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  this  work  has  taken  up  a large  amount  of 
my  time.  It  is  important  work  and  necessitates  constant  super- 
vision for  ensuring  that  it  is  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

The  shortage  of  skilled  workmen  and  the  difficulty  in 
obtaining  material  has  greatly  impeded  the  progress  of  the  work 
the  shortage  being  most  felt  in  connection  with  the  plumbers  work. 
There  is  a large  amount  of  arrears  of  Housing  repairs  and  Sanitary 
work  to  be  overtaken  at  a great  advance  in  the  cost,  the  delay  has 
been  unavoidable,  but  it  is  hoped  that  a speeding  up  with  the  work 
will  be  affected  during  the  coming  year.

Sanitary  Inspectors’  Report  on  the  Scavenging  of 
the  Parish  of  South  Kirkfey  for  the  year  1919. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  first  Annual  Report  of 
the  work  carried  out  by  the  Scavenging  Staff  for  the  Parish  of 
South  Kirkby  for  the  year  1919. 

The  Staff  comprises  Foreman,  4 Drivers.  4 Throwers  out, 
with  4 Horses.  There  were  300  working  days  and  4 horses 
worked  214  days,  3 horses  73  days,  2 horses  11  days,  while 
owing  to  the  illness  of  one  horse  we  had  to  hire  horses  on  23 
days  2 horses,  and  5 days,  1 horse.  It  is  estimated  that  there 
are  1654  houses  in  the  Parish,  493  of  which  have  W.C’s.,  1211 
having  privies  emptying  on  to  578  middens.  There  are  327 
ashbins,  24  earth  closets,  37  dry  ashpits  and  5 cesspools.  In  31 
cases  the  contents  of  the  middens  have  to  be  either  wheeled  or 
carried  out. 

Loads  of  refuse  removed,  5836,  made  up  as  follows  : 

4491  loads  of  refuse  from  privies  and  middens,  7733  middens 
emptied. 

921  loads  of  refuse  from  dustbins,  14252  bins  emptied 
during  the  year. 

270  loads  of  refuse  from  rubbish  removed  by  bellcart. 

67  „ ,,  from  earth  closets. 

87  ,,  „ from  cesspools. 

From  the  above  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  each  privy  and 
midden  was  emptied  13  times  during  the  year,  or  roughly  once  a 
month,  and  the  dustbins  almost  every  week. 

The  wage  bill  for  the  year  equalled  £1841-11-8.  This 
gives  the  cost  per  load  on  on  wages  only  at  4/7J. 


The  '1'otal  cost  of  the  scavenging*  including*  the  upkeep  of 
the  Depot  was  £1968-10-5,  the  total  cost  per  load  being*  6/S 

Idle  total  cost  of  refuse  removed  from  middens  working  out 
at  6/7 J per  load. 

'The  total  cost  of  refuse  removed  from  dustbins  working  out 
at  7/1  per  load. 

The  total  cost  of  refuse  removed  from  earthclosets  working- 
out  at  8/2-J  per  load. 

The  total  cost  of  refuse  removed  from  cesspools  working 
out  at  2/1 0J  per  load. 

The  Total  cost  of  rubbish  working  out  at  8/2J  per  load. 

For  the  403  houses  with  W.C’s.  the  cost  works  out  at  18/1 1J 
per  house  per  annum.  For  the  1211  houses  with  privies  and 
middens  the  cost  works  out  at  26/04  per  house  per  annum. 

The  total  upkeep  of  the  horses  (fodder  and  bedding)  during 
the  year  was  £402-17-4  which  works  out  at  38/9  per  horse  per 
week,  as  against  this  I am  informed  the  average  cost  of  keeping 
similar  horses  in  the  district  has  been  50/-  per  week.  Whereas 
a reference  to  the  report  for  the  South  Elmsall  District  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  cost  per  horse  per  week  works  out  at  26/4. 

As  the  Parish  Council  have  undertaken  the  scavenging  in 
their  area  for  the  past  4 years,  I can  give  no  comparison  as  to 
cost  against  contract  work,  and  as  no  records  have  been  kept 
previously  there  is  no  detail  information  available  as  to  cost  in 
previous  years.  The  records  now  kept  will  prove  useful  for 
future  reference. 

There  have  been  very  few  complaints  that  the  scavenging 
was  being  neglected,  though  on  referring  to  the  figures  given,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  staff  is  working  to  its  full  limit,  and  I would 


like  to  see  further  improvement  in  the  emptying'  of  privy  middens 
oftener  ; there  is  no  doubt  that  to  leave  the  refuse  on  the  premises 
for  a month  must  eventually  have  its  effect  on  the  vitality  of  the 
children,  and  even  at  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  the  work  it  is 
essential  that  an  effort  be  made  to  remove  the  refuse  at  least 
least  once  a fortnight. 


The  average  amount  of  refuse  removed  per  house  during4 
the  year  was  3.5  tons.  This  is  an  excessive  amount  (but 
compares  most  favourably  with  South  Elmsall)  according  to  figures 
given  of  the  amount  removed,  in  many  large  industrial  centres 
the  average  amount  is  21  cwt.  per  house.  The  whole  of  the 
refuse  has  been  tipped  on  land  for  the  various  farmers  in  the 
District. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  horses  at  the  Depot  are  in 
very  good  condition,  though  we  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  one 
horse  during  the  year.  The  condition  of  the  carts  and  other 
materials  are  also  in  good  condition  and  not  likely  to  require  much 
repair  for  some  time. 

lo  be  correct  however,  a certain  amount  should  be  added 
to  the  cost  of  the  Depot  for  depreciation  of  the  stock,  so  that  each 
year  will  bear  its  share  of  renewals  as  required. 


The  weekly  wage  bill  at  the  commencement  of  the  year 
was  £25-6-0.  The  weekly  wage  bill  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
£30-14-0.  Increase  £5-8-0.

Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  on  the  Scavenging  for 
the  Parish  of  South  ESmsall  for  the  year  1919. 


Gentlemen, 

In  submitting*  the  first  annual  report  of  the  work  carried  out 
by  the  Scavenging*  Staff  for  the  Parish  of  South  Elmsall,  l must 
remind  you  that  our  staff  was  not  complete  until  February  and 
that  the  old  No.  1 District  was  scavenged  by  Contractor  until  the 
1st  week  in  February  so  that  in  reading  the  figures  allowance 
must  be  made  for  this. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  1,108  houses  in  the  District, 
167  of  which  have  W.C’s.,  Gol  privies  emptying*  on  to  376 
middens,  501  dustbins.  26  dry  ashpits,  10  earthclosets  or  pans, 
and  in  15  cases  the  contents  of  the  middens  has  to  be  either 
wheeled  or  carried  out.  There  appears  to  be  only  one  cesspool 
for  which  we  are  responsible  for  cleansing*. 

The  Staff  consists  of  foreman,  3 drivers,  2 throwers  out 
and  1 youth  with  3 horses.  During  the  year  there  were  300 
working*  days  and  3 horses  were  at  work  on  211|  days,  2 horses 
on  70}  days  and  1 horse  on  7 days.  Loads  of  refuse  removed 
5,277,  made  up  as  follows  : — 

3,290  loads  of  refuse  from  privies  and  middens,  6,999 
middens  emptied. 

1/910  loads  of  refuse  from  dustbins,  23,308  bins  emptied 
during  the  year. 

77  loads  of  refuse  removed  by  bellcart. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  each  privy  and 
midden  was  emptied  19  times  during  the  year,  and  the  dustbins 
practically  every  week.  The  wage  bill  for  the  year  equalled 
£971-8-9.  This  gives  the  cost  per  load  on  wages  only  at  3/8|. 


The  total  cost  of  scavenging  including  the  upkeep  of  the 
Depot  was,  £1,442-7-3^.  The  total  cost  per  load  being-  5/5f. 

44ie  total  cost  of  refuse  removed  from  privy  middens  work- 
ing out  at  6/Oj-  per  load. 

ddie  total  cost  of  refuse  removed  from  dustbins  working  out 
at  4/7J  per  load. 


For  the  467  houses  with  W.C/s.  the  cost  works  out  at  18/10 J 
per  house  per  annum.  For  the  631  houses  with  privies  and 
middens  the  cost  works  out  at  31/4^  per  house  per  annum. 

The  total  upkeep  of  the  horses  (fodder  and  bedding)  during 
the  year  was  £245-5-9,  which  works  out  at  26/4  per  week  per 
horse,  as  against  this  I am  ^informed  that  the  average  cost  of 
keeping  similar  horses  in  the  District  has  been  50/-  per  week.  A 
reference  to  the  report  of  the  South  Kirkby  scavenging  will  show 
that  the  cost  per  horse  per  week  works  out  at  38/9. 

As  a comparison  in  the  Council  undertaking  the  scavenging 
themselves  instead  of  by  Contract  work,  the  tenders  for  the  work 
for  the  first  6 months  of  the  year  1918,  was  £538,  on  the  same 
basis  for  12  months  this  works  out  at  £1076.  In  the  Parishes  in 
the  Rural  Area  where  contracts  were  let  during  1919  the  tenders 
were  advanced  nearly  50%,  so  that  had  the  work  been  done  at 
South  Elmsall  by  contract  the  cost  would  approximately  have  been 
£1614,  and  the  work  at  the  same  time  being  done  in  such  a 
manner  that  numerous  complaints  were  received  weekly,  whereas 
during  the  year  under  review  not  a single  complaint  was  received 
that  the  scavenging  was  neglected,  d’he  middens  having  been 
emptied  almost  every  fortnight  as  against  once  in  every  6 or  8 
weeks  by  contract. 

The  average  amount  of  refuse  removed  per  house  during 
the  year  was  4*8  tons.  Idas  is  an  excessive  amount  and  bears 
out  the  figures  I have  previously  given  you,  that  quite  50%  of  the 


refuse  removed  is  combustible  material  and  could  be  utilised  in 
providing*  power  for  the  disposal  of  the  remainder  of  the  refuse. 
The  majority  of  the  population  being*  miners  who  get  their  coal  cheap 
they  find  no  necessity  for  the  removal  of  cinders  from  the  ashes, 
the  result  being  the  large  amount  of  refuse  to  remove.  Incidently 
this  gives  you  the  reason  for  the  difference  in  the  cost  of  the 
removal  of  refuse  from  privy  middens  per  house  at  South  Elmsall 
and  at  South  Kirkby,  and  which  is  accounted  for  in  the  greater 
weight  removed,  and  the  quicker  service  of  removal. 


Taking  the  figures  for  both  Parishes  proportionately,  while 
no  reduction  of  staff  can  be  suggested,  it  may  be  possible  to  add 
from  150  to  200  additional  houses  in  the  Parish  without  requiring 
any  increase  in  staff,  and  without  effecting  to  any  great  extent  the 
efficiency  of  the  scavenging. 


2,298  loads  of  the  refuse  removed  was  tipped  on  the  field 
at  the  Common  End,  a method  of  disposal  I do  not  agree  with,  and 
one  which  I am  afraid  will  cause  us  some  trouble  during  the 
coming  summer. 

The  field  is  now  nearly  finished  as  a tip,  so  that  it  would  be 
advisable  for  the  Council  to  take  the  matter  of  the  disposal  of  the 
refuse  into  consideration  at  an  early  date.

Gentlemen, 

i have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  first  Annual  Report  of 
the  scavenging  for  the  Parish  of  Ackworth  for  the  year  1919. 

As  the  Council  do  not  themseves  carry  out  the  work  by 
direct  labour  the  work  is  done  by  contract,  and  as  the  period 
during  which  the  contracts  are  let  does  not  correspond  with  the 
period  for  which  my  reports  are  made,  I have  had  to  divide  the 
contracts  into  half-yearly  periods,  and  the  figures  are  given  for 
the  respective  contractors  from  Jan.  1st  to  June  30th  and  July  1st 
to  December  31st.

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  879  houses  in  the  Parish,  179 
of  which  have  W.C’s  , 680  with  privies  and  middens,  and  70 
sharing-  the  accommodation.  There  have  been  numerous 
complaints  received  during-  the  year,  these  have  referred  to  each 
district,  but  more  particularly  to  No.  1 District  during"  the  first  half 
of  the  year,  and  No  3 District.  In  all  cases  I have  investigated 
the  complaints  and  usually  found  them  justified,  in  many  cases  the 
neglect  was  abominable.

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Premises  which  can  be  Controlled  by  Bye-laws. 
Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  my  area. 

Tents  Vans  and  Sheds. 

We  are  still  without  any  Bye-laws  in  the  District  tor  promoting 
cleanliness  and  the  Habitable  Condition  of  Vans  etc  .,  used  for 
human  habitation.  The  Council  decided  that  Bye-laws  should  be 
prepared  but  this  has  not  yet  been  done,  it  is  advisable  that 
bye-laws  be  drafted  and  adopted  at  once.  11  Visits  have  been 
paid  to  Van  Dwelling-s  during  this  year  and  it  was  found  necessary 
to  issue  summons  against  the  occupier  of  one  van  during  the  year 
for  overcrowding  and  insanitary  conditions,  the  case  was  taken  to 
court  and  the  occupier  was  ordered  to  cease  to  occupy  the  Van 
within  7 days,  and  to  pay  the  costs,  the  order  was  complied  with. 
One  application  for  permission  to  use  a Van  as  dwelling'  was 
received  but  was  refused. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

19  Applications  were  received  for  registration  as  Cow- 
keepers,  Dairymen  or  Purveyors  of  Milk,  these  were  all  granted. 
In  some  cases  considerable  alterations  were  necessary  to  the 
Cowsheds  and  Dairies  so  as  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  a large  number  of  premises  in  which  business  is 
carried  on  which  is  scheduled  as  offensive  trades,  the  majority 
being  for  purpose  of  fish  frying.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  do  much 
inspection  of  these  premises  owing  to  pressure  of  other  work.  It 
was  found  necessary  to  issue  a Statutory  Notice  against  the  owner 
of  one  shop  used  for  these  purposes  to  abate  serious  nuisance  that 
existed.  The  notice  was  still  oustanding  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Scavenging. 

The  Scavenging  is  only  undertaken  by  the  Council  in  3 of 
the  Townships  in  my  district  viz  : — South  Kiirkby,  South  Elmsall 
and  Ackworth,  and  reports  are  here  included  that  were  supplied 
to  the  Councils  of  those  Parishes.

Eight  Notices  were  served  under  Sec.  15  of  the  Act,  in  6 
cases  the  work  was  put  in  hand  but  not  completed  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  owners  to  comply  in 
the  other  2 instances.  No  Notices  have  been  issued  in  respect  to 
22  houses  as  it  proposed  to  deal  with  these  under  Part  2 of  the 
1890  Act. 

Statutory  Notices  were  served  under  the  P.H  A.  1875  in 
respect  to  other  houses  and  at  many  of  the  houses  the  work  is  in 
hand.  Closing  Order  were  issued  on  6 houses,  an  appeal  was 
lodged  respecting  2 houses,  but  after  an  interview  with  the  owner 
on  the  premises  he  agreed  that  no  other  course  was  open  to  the 
Council  and  undertook  to  withdraw  the  appeal  and  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  property  on  up-to-date 
lines. 

Notices  were  issued  under  Sec.  17  (4)  on  the  occupiers  of  4 
houses  but  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  houses  it  was  found  impossible 
to  proceed  further.  In  one  case  the  Council  agreed  to  purchase 
an  Army  Hut  and  convert  this  into  a dwelling  for  the  family,  the 
man  and  several  children  being  Phthisis  cases  and  the  house  they 
occupied  being  so  damp  and  insanitary  as  to  be  dangerous  for 
them  to  occupy  it  longer  than  necessary  for  the  erection  of  the 
hut. 

The  scarcity  of  houses  is  very  acute,  more  particularly  in 
the  Townships  of  South  Elmsall,  Moorthorpe  and  South  Kirk  by 


and  Ackworth,  this  renders  it  impossible  to  deal  with  overcrowd- 
ing' which  prevalent  in  all  these  areas.  IS  cases  were  dealt  with 
but  these  represent  only  the  worst  cases  that  were  found  and 
which  could  not  be  allowed  to  continue,  the  only  improvement 
being-  a reduction  of  members  in  one  house  to  increase  in  another 
causing-  increased  overcrowding-  though  to  lesser  degree. 


General  Remarks. 

Private  Streets. — I must  again  draw  your  attention  to 
the  condition  of  many  of  the  private  streets  in  the  district, 
numerous  complaints  have  been  received  and  also  made  in 
Council  regarding  the  nuisance  caused  by  the  insufficient  drainage 
and  the  bad  condition  of  the  surface  of  these  streets-  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  Council  did  not  in  the  past  insist  upon  the 
street  being  properly  drained,  channelled  and  paved  when  the 
houses  were  built,  had  this  been  done  the  larger  parishes  in  the 
Rural  area  would  be  in  a very  different  condition  to-day,  I trust 
that  the  Council  will  in  the  future  have  the  streets  properly 
completed  before  allowing  the  houses  to  be  occupied. 

The  drainage  system  still  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  there 
has  been  considerable  trouble  experienced  during  the  year  in  the 
South  Kirkby  district,  much  improvement  has  however  been  made 
by  your  Surveyor  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

One  other  matter  I wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council 
to  is  that  of  some  provision  being  made  for  the  children  in  the 
larger  Parishes.  There  are  no  recreation  or  play  grounds  for  the 
children,  consequently  they  have  to  congregate  in  the  streets  and 
backways  which  is  a source  of  danger  to  both  health  and  limb, 
these  places  should  be  provided  where  practical  in  all  the  larger 
Townships.  The  importance  of  these  places  in  the  building  up  of 
the  future  generation  is  so  great  that  at  whatever  the  cost  some 
effort  should  be  made  for  the  children  of  each  Parish  to  have 
proper  recreation  and  breathing  space. 
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In  conclusion  I again  desire  to  thank  the  Council  for  the 
kind  consideration  shewn  me  during  the  year  and  for  providing 
me  with  Motor  Cycle  and  Side  Car  which  will  greatly  facilitate 
me  in  the  execution  of  my  duties,  I wish  also  to  express  my  thanks 
to  all  officers  of  the  Council  who  have  always  willingly  rendered 
me  assistance  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  and  to  Mr.  W.  O. 
Bull  who  has  carried  out  practically  the  whole  of  the  disinfection 
of  premises  in  my  area.
